New York, Novemb<‘r 20. — Fifty thoroughbrcil 
.vearlings that are to be raeetl at Piping Rock. L. 1-. 
next year, were drawn for at the Ttirf and Field 
Cluli at Belmont Park y»*sterday. They were piir 
ebaseil b.v Thomas Hitchcock, assistiK] by W. R. 
Midgle.v, acting fur the committee, consisting i>f 
Mr. Hitchets'k, Hurry Pa.vue AVbitney. Joseph E. 
Davis and Paul D. Cravath. The yearlings cost 
alMKit $20,tNNl ami w(*re imhl for out of the $50.bU0 
ill $1,000 suhscri|itions received from fifty geiitle- 
incu inter«*sted in racing who were approv<^ by the 
committee. The remaining $.'10,000 will be divided 
into stakes to be raced for at the spring and fall 
meetings of the Piping Rock Association next yt*ar. 

The .vearlings were ilistributed b.v lot at B«*luiout 
Park yesterday and .Mr. Hitchcock was compli- 
luenteil fur tlie jiidgnieiit exerciseil in making his 
selis-lKius. The .vising race h<irses an; sired b.v 
Uiissell. Boan«-rg(*s. Knight of the Thistle. Orinicatit. 
S<*intillunl II.. Griffon, Coul«*stiir. Miirla Santa, Klee 
IkUKvr.

She will 
lie sent to tlie Piping Rock Ciiih ami on the farm of 

H. M. Pratt adjoining, where a thr<H*-quarter miU* 
track is to Is* Imilt, will bt* got in shapt* for racing 
next spring liy W. R. .Mldgley, who will also train 
for all the other suliscrils*rs who have no trainer of 
their own. 

Tlie purchase of Hiesc .vearlings has l>e<>n a source 
of eiii*oiiragem<*nt t<i breed**rs and the lireeiliug lu- 
dtislry not oiil.v for tin* reason that a substantial 
sum has lieeii distributed. Imt also he<>aiute the in- 
terest ill thoroughbred race horses is lieing tlu*r<*hy 
n*vivisl among gentlemen not heretofore interested iii 
racing.

FRANCE’S INTELUGENT BREEDING METHODS. 



Recognition Accorded to Racing for High Standard 
of French Cavalry Mounta. 



ITnder <late of Novendier 11, Hie Paris correspoml- 
ent of iHtiidon f^MH*tiiig Life gave Hie followiiig ac- 
eiMint of the sagacious and painstaking ways in 
wliicli tiM* French government f<ist»*rs th«* lireetling 
of till* thoroiiglilireil. first, foremost and always hav- 
ing in view tiie provision of suiierior mounts fi>r the 
FreiK*ii cavalry. 

“Dnriiig re<*<*nt years I have continually drawn 
attention in the eoliiuiiis of the ’Sporting Life’ to 
the intelligent manlier in which Hie French giivern- 
m«*ut gives encouragement ami support to h.irse rac- 
ing. regarding it us a great national industry, as well 
as a s|Mirt. Small hri*eiiers and farmers ail over Hie 
roimtry find it profilaltle to keeii high-elass linasl- 
m.*in*s. f«H* they euii have the servi«H*s of thorough- 
l»r*sl goveriiiiient stallimis ut a iiouiinal fee, and even 
slioiilii tlie priHhiee liav«* |»oor UM*rit for raeing pur- 
poses, there is always a ehaiiee of selling the hor.*« 
to the army. It is IhriHigh Hie raee e«Mirs<* that 
the Frem-h eavulr.v lias lieen raised to its pr«*eiit 
liigli standard, and in the event of a general Euru- 
|H*an war niilit.'iry ex|s*rts. b«*st gualitii*il to judge, 
assert that the iismiitisl iik‘II of I'raiiee would sw«*ep 
all tiefiH-e them, just as the French artillery has 
beaten the German in Turkey. The war now raging 
ill tlie east has, in a certain measure, been a test 
l»<*tween French and Gernmu methiMls. The Bul- 
garians have iK'eii urme<l with French weaisais, awl 
traintsi liy Freneli oflic«*rs, whereas Turkey has been 
rel.ving on lessons and eqii4mients from Germany. 

"The restilt we know. Ni*e<lless to say. there is a 
feeling of great satisfaetiuu. which might almost lie 
eall4*d jubilation, in tlie military clubs of Paris. 
Nothing is more ealeiilateil to preserve the i»eui:e 
of Enroiie than this demonstration of Freneb su|ieri- 
orit.v. 1 have often Is-eii aecused of exaggeration 
when rendering trilaiti* to the French cavalry, and 
IMiiiitiiig <Hit how far and away in fnmt of the 
mmldling nM-tliod of England is the system of na- 
tional h«irs<‘ liri*<*4ling which prevails in France. 
When borst*s are reipiireil in emergency for tlie 
British Army the world has to lie s(*ouretl, and fane.v 
pric**s have to be paid for third elass cattle. Fraw*'e 
IS almost in a uiiiqiie iiosition. thanks entirely to 
the fact that her ministers of agricnlture, war and 
fiiianee work liaml in hand together to produce a 
supply of high-class horses of proved stamina and 
s|H*e4l. The government insists on race societies 
giving a •*ert»iu p<*rcentage of t)ieir prize money in 
the form of spe<*liil iiremiiims to brewers, and the 
state itself also offers prizes f«ir competition. At 
.Aut<*iiil. and at s<‘veral of the provincial meetings, 
it gives a spe<*ial endowin»*nt to a number of races, 
on the understanding tliat tin* Agricultural lk*|>art- 
luent has the option of pnrcliasing the winner at a 
stipulated priei: fia: national stud purposes. 'The 
French goveriuiHMit owns altogether alKMit 2.000 
stallions, of which 200 arc higli-class thorough- 
breds, tliat Imve gained distinction oa the race 
••oursc. Its latt*8t aix]nisitions last week were 
Ketiard Bleu, hy Fourire, and Granu Scignenr, by 
Vinlcius. 

"The special couiinlttee apiaiinteil last year to deal 
with the question of the National Haras and re- 
lu'junts for the army, met on Saturday under the 
presiik'Dcy of the Minister of Agriculture-, ami de 
tcriuiued tliat the bretnlers of all horses bought for 
the army shall receive a iierceiitage on the price of 
imrehase. The amount of pert*cntage is not yet >le- 
clded; 10 per cent was proposetl. tint this was gen- 
eraUy thought to be too high. Of course, only 
French hnsslers will imrticipatc in this; in fact, the 
large sums now voted anunally hy Parlinm<*nt for re- 
mounts are agreed to on condition that the money 
is spent in France. In this way farmers are eii- 
i-ouraged to keep mares, and it is intended that a 
niinilK*r of c<lm|H^titions shall he held for broodmares. 
These coni|M*titious will be managetl by experienced 
offici*rs attached to the W.xr Department. Much is 
also lieiug done to encourage gentlemen riders, and 
tlie Societe de S|>ort ile France is arranging to give 
s|>ecial prizes for races, isith on the flat and over 
jumps, to take place not only in Paris, ’hut at Lille. 
Rouen. Lyons, Orleans, Dinard, Pan. Havre. Com 
piegne. an*l other plact*8 where there are siiitable 
race courses. At Anteiiil on Sunday the principal race 
was the Prix «le Chalons, a steeplechase handicap, 
with $2,000 added, for gentlenien riders. This was 
won b.v M. du Verdier’s six-year-old gelding, Lc 
Balafre II.. by Perseus, ridden by M. de Carcaradet*. 

"The program lias Just been issued for the steeple- 
f*has«‘ me<*tlng to be held at Nice at the beginning 
of the year. It will consist of nim* days, coininenc 
ing oil January 5 and terminating on January 2:1. 
The big burille raet>. the Prix de Mimte Carlo, will 
lie run on the first day. which is a Suwlay. and the 
Grand Prix de la Vllle de Nice, a steeplechase worth 
$*20,000, is fix4*d for Sunday. Jannar.v 12. A sum of 
$71.9450 will lie distributeil in prize money, about 
$40.04)0 lK*iiig for steeplechases, and over $;50.4)00 for 
hurdle races. The flat race meeting at Nice will 
take place in March as usual, the date of the Grand 
Prix lieing Sunday. March 16. 

“Most of the French jock»*ys have renewed their 
contracts for tiie fortbi-omiiig season. O’Neill will 
eontiniM* to ride as first Jockey for W. K. Vander- 
iiilt. ami a se**oiid claim on his services has been re- 
tained b.v Baron Edouard de Rothschild. Shanie is
